House a $34,434,140,500 military 
budget for the year beginning 
duly 1. 

This is $6,285,790,500 (15.4 per 
cent) less than recommended by 
former President Truman, 3.7 per 
cent below the “misimum” fig- 
ures submitted by the Eisenhower 
Administration.

AIR FORCE PUTS NET PLANE 
LOSSES FOR FISCAL YEAR AT 
6 WINGS, ABOUT 450 CRAFT 


WASHINGTON, June 27 (AP). 


HE Air Force has told 
Congress that its net air- 
plane losses in the fiscal 
year ending Tuesday equaled 
“six wings worth of fighters.” 
With an average of 75 fight- 
-ers to a wing, that would be 
about 450 airplanes. Testimony 
on the losses was contained 
in a report, released today, on | 
budget hearings of a House Ap- 
propriations subcommittee. 
The Air Force normally does 
not break down its plane losses 
by years. It has announced 
only that combat losses of the 
Korean war through June 19 
total 973 airplanes. The total 
includes 111 shore-based Ma- 
rine aircraft and 81 “friendly 
foreign” planes—aircr be- 
longing to United Nations Al- 
lies. It does not include acci- 
dental, non-combat losses.

Two members of the Court of 
Chief Pleas—the island parlia- 
ment—introduced the scheme for 
compulsory cremation of the 
dead. 

The people are indignant. Pro- 
tests are mounting.

No island- 
er has ever been cremated. Self- 
governing Sark is held under 
feudal tenure from from Queen 
Elizabeth II by its overlords, 
American-born Seigneur Robert 
W. Hathaway and Dame Hatha- 
way.

Employes of the Board of Edu- 
cation’s building @epartment have 
made frequent contributions to a 
“mutual benefit fupd” for which 
no receipts were given, the Post- 
Dispatch was told last night. 

Almost invariably, checks were 
refused and contributions had ¢o 
be in cash. No audit has been 
made of the fund since it was set 
up about a year and a half ago, 
it was learned. 

Building department officials 
who collected the money Said con- 
tributions of “$5 te $10” were 
solicited for “various charitable 
purposes.” They declined to dis- 
cuss how much is in the fund at 
the present time, or the total 
amount collected since the fund 
was set up. 

Full Day’s Day. 

However, a humber of em- 
ployes told the Post-Dispatch they 
were requiréd to donate up to 
$25 each on some occasions, and 
in other instances a full day’s pay 
was collected. 

Employes declared they  re- 
ceived no receipts for their dona- 
tions and thus were unable to 
prove the contributions for tax- 
deduction purposes. “When we 
asked for receipts, all we got was 
raised eyebrows,” one man re- 
ported.

LONDON, June 27 (AP)—Sir 
Winston Churchill, 78-year-old 
British Prime Minister, retired 
today on doctors’ orders to his 
country home for a “complete 
rest” of at least a month, and 
thereby forced the Big Three to 
postpone their Bermuda confer- 
ence again. 

Churchill, who drives himself 


mercilessly, was worn out by the 
strain of simultaneously running 
the government, playing his role 
in coronation festivities and acting 
for ailing Fereign Secretary An- 
thony Eden, the No. 2 man in the 
British government who is recov- 
ering in Boston from a gall blad- 
der operation.

The Foreign Office said Church- 
ill would meet President Eisen- 
hower and French Premier Joseph 
Laniel on the’:-tlantic isle as soon 
as he is fit again for vital talks 
on such issues: as Korea and a 
possible Big Four conference with 
Soviet Premier Malenkov.

Newman became a lieutenant of 
Birger, who formed his own gang 
and established a fortress rendez- 
vous, “Shady Rest,” in William- 
son county. The Sheltons also 
operated in “Bloody Williamson” 
and in adjacent counties, and a 
reign of lawlessness and murder 
began which even surpassed the 


Mos-jexploits of the Chicago Capone 


mob. 

The gangs roamed the South- 
ern Illinois highways, terrorizing 
the peaceful citizens of the min- 
ing communities. Shady Rest was 
bombed from the air by an itiner- 
ant aviator, who later said he was 
paid $1000 for dropping 

crude dynamite bombs, only one 
of which exploded. 

Rival gang members were am- 
bushed and murdeted, and in sev- 
eral instances the bodies were 
burned in an abandoned mill. 
Mack Pulliam, a wounded gang- 
ster, was pulled from an ambu- 
lance and slugged by Birger 
gangsters. : 
Newman, who “commuted” be- 
tween Shady Rest and the Arling- 
ton Hotel, carrying on his boot- 
legging operations, was waylaid 
in a highway machine-gun attack. 
Mrs. Newman was wounded, but 
Newman escaped injury. 

Three Brutal Killings. 
Examples of the extreme law- 
lessness of the period were the 
murder of Mayor Joe Adams, of 
West City, and the brutal killings 
of State Highway Patrolman Lory 
Price, of Marion, and Mrs. Price. 
Newman, who fled to California 
with his wife after the Prices 
were killed, confessed to the 
late John T. Rogers, Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, that he was with 
Birger and other gangsters on the 
night of Jan. 17, 1927, when Price 

and Mrs. Price were abducted 
from their home and murdered. 
Newman’s account, related to 
Rogers on the train on which he 
was being returned to [Mlinois 
from California, was as follows: 
“On the afternoon of Jan, 17 
Birger called me to his home in 
Harrisburg and asked me to join 
him and others present to ques- 
tion Patrolman. Price. Connie Rit- 
ter, Riley Simmons, Leslie Simp- 
son and Ernest Blue were there. 
“Birger said he believed Price 
was ‘snitching’ on him to the au- 
thorities, and he wanted to put a 
stop to Price’s talk. We had. often 
talked to Price at Shady Rest, ard 
I thought nothing of Birger’s sug- 
gestion that we go to see him. 
“We started out to find Price 
about 9 o’clock and drove to his 
home in my car and Birger’s. In 
the car with me were Birger and

That 
alarmed Price, who pleaded, 
‘Charley, please don’t harm Eth- 
el.’ ‘Never mind, just shut up,’ 
Birger answered.” 


Newman related that, while he 

drove through the rain at Birger’s 
direction, Birger “bawled Price 
out for being near Shady. Rest 
the night it was burned, and 
asked why in hell he was taking 
ice cream to Harry Thomasson in 
Marion jail and trying to find 
out who killed Mayor Joe Ad- 
ams.” 
After driving aimlessly, New- 
man’s confession continued, Bir- 
ger ordered him to drive to 
ruined Shady Rest— because I 
want to show this Price what 
happened on account of him.” 
Price and Birger walked inside 
the abandoned barbecue stand, 
which had not been touched by 
the flames, while Newman an 
Wooten remained outside. 


“Three Shots Fired. 


“Birger began cursing, and 
again accused Price of tipping 
off someone to burn Shady Rest,” 
Newman related. “Price held up 
his right hand and Said, ‘Charley, 
I swear I’m innocent.’ Birger 
cursed Price again, and fired 
three shots. The bullets passed 
through Price and whizzed 
through the front windows so 
close to Wooten and me that we 
jumped. Price pitched forward off 
the table, falling on his face and 
turning over, 


“Just then the other car with 
Simmons and the three others 
came up. They jumped out and 
one shouted to Birger, ‘You've 
played hell now; here’s the car 
with that woman.’ ‘What did you 
do with her?’ I asked. One of 
the fellows said, ‘We shot her, 
and threw her in a mine shaft.’” 


Newman told of hauling Price 
away in his machine, with Birger 
sitting on the dying man. “Char- 
ley got sick, saying he could kill 
a man, but couldn’t sit on him,” 
Newman’s confession reported. 
“Ritter then sat on Price and 
just before we reached the town 
of Dubois I stopped and Birger 
and four of the men dragged 
Price out of the car. He threw 
his hand on my shoulder and 
moaned, ‘Art, I thought you were 
a friend of mine. Then they 
hauled Price into a field and I 
heard about eight shots. It was 


away from there.” 

Patrolman Price’s body was 
found in the field Feb, 5. The 
body of Mrs. Price was recovered 
from the abandoned mine shaft

Price’s murder and received life 
terms. The court directed that 
the gangsters spend five days in 
solitary confinement on each an- 
niversary of the crime. 

Ritter was a fugitive for two 
years before he was captured in 
New Orleans. He received a life 
sentence for his part in the mur- 
der of Mayor Joe Adams, and 
the charges in the Price case 
were dropped against him. Ritter, 
son of a respected family, died 
in Menard prison in 1948, 


Murder of Mayor. . 
Newman and Ritter were seated 
in an automobile near the home 
of Mayor Adams when the portly 
Mayor was called to the door of 
his West City home on a Sunday 
afternoon in December 1926 and 
shot to death by Elmo and Harry 
Thomasson, brothers, and hang- 
ers-on at Shady Rest. Ritter and 
Newman, according to Newman’s 
subsequent account to authorities, 
were there to see that Adams was 
killed, on orders of Birger. The 


for that afternoon’s work. 

Elmo Thomasson died fn the 
destruction of Shady Rest. There 
was speculation that Birger him- 
self blew up the rendezvous to be 
rid of Thomasson. Harry Thomas- 
son, sentenced to prison for rob- 
bery, confessed the Adams kill- 
ing, however. 

Birger was hanged in April 
1928 for the murder following a 
trial in which Newman received 
a life term. When the verdict was 
announced at a baseball game at 
Harrisburg, Birger’s former home, 
the crowd cheered for séveral 
minutes. 

Mayor Adams was killed, New- 
man said, because Birger believed 
Adams was friendly with the 
Shelton brothers. Birger, unable 
to get the Sheltons in his gun 
sights, decided to “frame” them 
for mail robbery. On testimony 
of Birger, Newman and Harvey 
Dungey, the Shelfons were con- 
victed in federal court of a $15,- 
006 Collinsville mail holdup, re- 
ceiving long terms in Leaven- 
worth prison. 

They obtained a new trial and 


were released from prison when 


were subsequently shot to death 
and “Big Earl” has been forced 
by new enemies to leave Illinois. 
Death Threats In Prison. 

Newman's life in prison was not 
easy. He was resented by other 
convicts because he had “talked.” 
As a precaution; he was trans- 
ferred from Menard prison to 
Stateville, in northern Illinois, but 
even there he received death 
threats, requiring special meas- 
ures to guard him against at- 
tacks. . 

Under [Illinois law, Newman 
was eligible for parole in 1947, 
after serving 20 years. His wife 
had previously made repeated ef- 
forts to obtain his release and 
since 1947 Newman has been an 
annu2! applicant for parole.

WEBSTER GROVES COUNCIL 
INCREASES 1953 TAX RATE 


The Webster Grov Groves tax rate for 
1953 was set by the City Council 
yesterday at $1.23 for each $100 
of valuation, a 14-cent increase 
over the 1952 rate. 

Councilman J. Carr Gamble 
said the rise would produce an 
additional $43,400 in revenue, of 
which $29,000 would go for opera- 
tion of the new $110,000 fire de- 
partment installation in southern 
Webster Groves, approved by 
voters last April 7.

roads. It will be used to fill the 
tank in non-peak periods and, by 
reversible action, to empty the 
tank when necessary. It will re- 
place a temporary pump now in 
use. Councilman John Carter said 
he hoped to have the new pump 
in operation in several weeks.

FAR EASTERN CONFLICTS are presented 
to the United States as parts of the global 
war against Communism. Korea and Indo- 
china, we are told, are not local wars and 
cannot be settled. on a local pasis. The 
United States is obliged, since it will be a 
beneficiary of the defeat of Communism, to 
support the French war in Indochina, to con- 
tinue the war in Korea, and to support 
Chiang’s ambitions to return to China with 
money and air and naval forces. 

The Nationalist Chinese delegate to the 
United Nations, Dr. T. F, Tsiang, joined the 
chorus in a speech June 18 in which he de- 
clared that ‘what the armistice gains, now, 
will have to be paid for 10 times, later.” In 
effect, he was saying that a global war is 
inevitable and that the Nationalists did not 
want peace in Korea, since the only hope of 
the Nationalists lies in extending Korean 
war to a war against China, or a global war. 


ance of the thesis that we are in a glohal war 
against Communism would be to attack the 
source of Communist strength, namely, the 
Soviet Union. With the fall of the Soviet 
regime, all the minor conflicts in Eastern 
Europe and the Far East would automatically 
be settled. 
Our policy has been just the opposite. 
We have tried to make local settlements of 
local problems and avoid a global war. 


President Rhee, of Korea, has temporarily |§ 


blocked a local settlement there. Chiang's 
only hope lies in an extension, of the war to 
China and he seeks to involve us in his ambi- 
tions. The French want a local settlement 
in Indochina, but are unwilling to make the 
necessary sacrifices, either political or mili- 
tary, to obtain it. 

It obviously is not to our interest to engage 
in a global war, or in extension of the war to 
China. It is to our interest to support resist- 
ance to Soviet or Chinese aggression. Other- 
wise, we shall see our allies and sources of 
raw materials taken over by the two great 
Communist ‘states one by one. 

On this basis, the entry into the Korean 
conflict was justified, assistance to Chiang to 
defend Formosa is justified and assistance to 
the French to save Indochina is justified.

Freedom is not to be defined 
in negative terms as that which 
blocks the exercise of power 
but in the positive terms of the 
distribution of power—power 
to discuss, to organize, to work, 
to consume, power to compete.

THE DETECTION OF MURDER: A 
HANDBOOK FOR POLICE OFFi-

HOUGH billed as a hand- 

book for professionals, this 

book should be read by the 
public in general. It should be 
required reading for all homi- 
cide investigators, for it dis- 
proves the adage: “Murder will 
out.’ Le 

About “300,000 persons a year 
die in this country of violence 
under suspicious circumstances, 
but only 10,000 a year are of- 
ficially recognized as murder,” 
the authors point out. 

They note that each year sev- 
eral cases are put down rou- 
tinely to suicide or natural 
causes, but then are discovered 
— quite accidentally —to have 
been well-planned murders. A 
pebble discovered under an 
accelerator pedal happened to 
start off an investigation that 
revealed a murder in the case 
of a woman found in her 
smashed automobile. She had 
been listed earlier by a phy- 
sician as a suicide. 

The authors are extremely 
well qualified to write such a 
book, one being a medical ex- 
aminer fdr many years in New 
York and the other a veteran 
police officer in the New York 
City Police Department.

careful work by investigators 

thoroughly trained in the latest 

scientific methods of crirfe de- 
tection. 

These should include medi- 
cal examiners or coroner phy- 
sicians who have experience 
and skill in determining the 
exact cause of death. This re- 
quirement is extremely impor- 
tant because the many poisons, 
narcotics and ways of conceal- 
ing the actual cause of death 
mislead and confuse police in- 
vestigators. 

The phrases “apparent heart 
attack” and “apparent accident 
or apparent suicide” are gross- 


easy way of closing criminal 
investigations. 

It is a frightening thing that 
murder can actually go so many 
times undetected and unpun- 
ished. The conclusion that we 
can draw is that the St. Louis 
Police Department and other 
police departments should have 
trained experts in specialized 
groups such as the homicide di- 
vision, who are familiar with 
the use of laboratory facilities 
and with the close co-ordination 
required among police, coroner 
physician and prosecutor.

ERE is a study which won 

an Ansley political science 

award at Columbia Univer- 
sity. It is the first comprehen- 
sive analysis, in any language, 
of the thought of Eduard Bern- 
stein (1850-1932), a German who 
was the intellectual father of 
Democratic Socialism. He did 
for European Socialists what 
the Fabians did for the British 
Labor party. 

Bernstein considered himself 
a Marxist, but he thought So- 
cialism could be attained grad- 
ually and by constitutional 
methods. He rejected the dog- 
matism and determinism of 
Karl Marx's philosophy, which 
inspired Marx’s doctrine of vio- 
lence and revolution—the other 
alternative of Socialists. 

Economically, Bernstein ob- 
served that the middlé class— 
as it still is today—was getting 
stronger instead of being liqui- 


dated as Marx had predicted ité 


would be. Bernstein’s views are 


known as “Revisionism,” the 


vilest epithet a Communist can 
hurl. 

Even though one may not 
agree with Bernstein’s Secial- 
ism, his career, as descriked in 
this sympathetic but critical 
study, was honest, independent 
and courageous.

Fire Has Gone Out 
Of 'Glorious Fourth’

IKE many another noble institution of an earlier day— 

such as the old-fashioned saloon and balloon dascensions— 

the annual celebration of Independence Day has paled from 
a hot toddy to a chocolate milk shake. 

In our boyhood the Glorious 
Fourth was a period of noise, 
fire and maimed bodies, dur- 
ing which the city’s fire- 
fighters tightened their belts 
and hospitals cleared out en- 
tire wards in anticipation of 
Ahe carnage. 

The Fourth was not a day, 
it was a complete performance 
of Dante’s Inferno, with prel- 
ude, climax and fadeout. As 
soon as school closed for the 
summer the youth of the city 
began preparations for the 
big event. Caches of small 
change were dug up, odd jobs 
were performed willingly — 
for cash — and money was 
wheedled from every possible 
source. 

A gourmet preparing a 
feast gave no greater thought and planning to his menu than 
did prospective Fourth of July celebrators to the array of giant 
crackers, dynamite bombs, skyrockets and other noisy inflam- 
mables with which they planned to make life miserable to all 
within sight and sound.

Eatly in June the quiet of the night would be 
broken by preliminary explosions and fiery blasts. As 
June neared July the tempo increased and Fourth 
of July Eve — if there is such a thing—became a 
replica of the Battle of Bull Run.

@ THERE USUALLY was a predawn lull, then the Fourth 
broke: with all sound and fury. Giant crackers were touched 
off under water buckets, which sailed over neighboring houses 
or through neighboring windows. Small pieces of artillery— 
commonly referred to as “toy” cannon—were crammed with 
powder and wadding and discharged. It was not uncommon 
for these cannon to blow up, showering the immediate vicinity 
with metal fragments. Distraught parents hurried to the near- 
est doctor’s office with bleeding offspring following these 
explosions.

Blank pistels and dynamite “canes” also took a 
huge toll, Every third youth of those days, who sur-

@ “BOMBS” OF VARIOUS SIZES, shapes and degrees of 
explosiveness were favorite deviees. In front of our house 
passed the Jefferson streetcar tracks. The tracks were a 
favorite avenue for the city’s garbage wagons and for the 
“Black Maria,” which made its way about five days a week 
toward the City Workhouse. Bombs and other explosives 
| placed on the tracks were a ready stimulant for the husky 
mules pulling the garbage wagons and the horses attached to 
the Black Maria. Many a load of refuse landed in Jefferson 
avenue, instead of in the garbage dump. And the screams of 
the frightened occupants of the Black Maria were profane as 
that usually slow-moving vehicle suddenly lurched into anima- 
tion and went careening wildly behind galloping steeds.

Hot air balloons were a real menace to the future 
of our city, These colorful agents of destruction were 
made of red, white and blue paper and were about 
four feet tall.

MOAB, Utah, June 27. 
OU’RE ‘standing in * the 
middle of $5,000,000 worth 
of uranium!” 

Charles A. Steen couldn’t keep 
the excitement out of his voice. 
Almost a year has gone by since 

» & peppery Texan, hit 
one of the most spectacular 
uranium strikes ever made in 
America. Yet whenever Charlie 
reminds himself that he is a rich 
man—and he reminds himself fre- 
quently—the thrill of it is almost 
too agonizing for him to. bear. 


We were standing in a tunnel, 
surrounded by the dull gray 
rock that is high grade uranium 
ore. The tunnel was 80 feet deep, 
unimpressive for a modern mine. 
Above was a narrow ravine, 
threading between two mesas that 
stab vertically into the sky for 
hundreds of feet. Shacks, trailers 
and trucks of the mining camp 
somehow cling to footholds tirt 
have been hacked into the gorge. 


You can’t blame Charlie’s heart 
for palpitating every time he 
takes in the scene, for he is one 
of a small fistful of uranium mil- 
lionaires that have sprung up ir 
this country since science found 
that it needs uranium to make 
atom bombs, And the task of fig- 
uring the odds that were stacked 
against Charlie would keep a 
staff of mathematics professors 
amused for some time. , 

Consider first the obstacles of 
nature: Charlie’s mine lies in the 
shadow of snow-capped peaks, 
tucked away , beyond limitless 


, Stretches of red desert sand and 


sagebrush, some 45 miles out of 
Moab. And Moab (pop. 1274) is 
a pinpoint in the waterless, road- 
less wilderness of the Colorado 
Plateau, The plateau not long 
ago became the world’s second 
biggest producer of uranium (the 
Belgian Congo is tops), but it 
sprawls for 107,000 square miles 
over the Four Corners area, the 
only point in the nation where 
four states meet: Utah, Colorado, 
New Mexico and Arizona,

ONSIDER next Charlie’s own 
position: the claim he was drill- 

ing was in country long mapped 
but ignored by the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission and large min- 
ing companies commanding geol- 
ogists, airplanes and millions of 
dollars worth of ‘equipment... No 
one had ever discovered uranium 
nearby. Charlie was alone in his 
mountains, except for his elderly 
mother and a young helper. His 
$1700 working capital was ex- 
hausted’and he owed $300 in gro- 
cery bills. His wife and four small 
sons lived in a shack unencum- 
bered by such frills as electricity 
and running water. There was 
nothing to spur him on but two 
and a half years of*failure after 
failure and the headshaking of 
experts who snickered about 
“Steen’s folly.” 


How did Charlie stumble into a 
fortune in his ravine? The an- 
swers are the keys to success in 
the uranium country: enterprise 
bordering on fanaticism plus ter- 
rific luck, the kind that insures 
a payoff in the most rugged gam- 
ble any citizen is free to under- 
take today. 


Charlie. calls his mine “Mi 
Vida,” which is Spanish for “my 
life.” It’s a good name because 
prospecting has been in Steen’s 
blood since he was born 33 years 
ago in Caddo, Tex. (population 
319). His father was an oil wild- 
catter who made $100,000 before 
he was 21 years old and lost it 
before he was 22. Charlie. worked 


his way through high school and | 


college as a water boy and time- 
keeper on construction jobs. 
After getting a degree in geology 
he. worked as a geologist in a 
Bolivian tin mine, then in the 
jungles of the Amazon and final- 
ly in west Texas, where he was 
fired “for insubordination.”

HARLIE retreated to Houston, 
Cexea out bread and butter 

money as a building contrac- 
tor, trying to pile up a stake so 
he could give his prospecting bug 
a workout, In the winter of 1949 
he read in an engineering journal 
that the Government was anxious: 
to encourage uranium prospectors. 


On the strength of this intelligence | 


he set out for Dove Creek, Colo. 
He had heard that F. A. Sitton, a 
bean broker and banker who had 
come to be called “the uranium 
king,” had his headquarters in 
Dove Creek and that seemed to 
make it a logical place to start 
out. 


Charlie was looking for an angel 
to grubstake him (“I spent more 
time huntin’ a ‘grubstake —_ 
huntin’ ore”) but nobody around

Back in Houston he persuaded 
his mother to sell, some real 
estate that she had accumulated 
for a nestegg and so he had $1000 
when’ he went back to Dove 
Creek in the spring of 1950. His 
wife was expecting a baby, but 
she told him to go ahead and that 
she would join him. She shortly 
did, Charlie purchased an ancient 
trailer and drilled for ore all 
summer and fall. He found some, 
but it was not rich enough to be 
worth exploiting.

HARLIE, who {s bespectacled, 
Caimost bald and whose physique 


has the approximate curvature 
of a string bean (“I’m five feet 11 


and weigh 115 pounds with my’ 


clothes wringin’ wet”) does not 
require much nourishment to sub- 
sist. This turned out to be a 
major asset because during their 
residence around Dove Creek the 
Steens squandered cash only on 
tea, sugar and-Pablum for the 
baby. Otherwise they subsisted 


on deer meat and gravy (I 
haven’t shot a deer out of season 
since,” Charlie vows.) 


The family was camped about

25 miles from Dove Creek and 
often didn’t have enough money 
to buy gasoline to go into town. 
They kept alive with an occasional 
$10 or $15 which Charlie’s mother 
was able to send them, but finally 
the ice and the man-high snow 
drifts of winter drove. them out.

Charlie sunk it into mine 
claims in the Yellow Cat district 
out of Cisco, Utah (pop. 100). The 
main attraction was that these 
claims could be worked all winter 
and the Steens’ shack in Cisco 
could be heated by a little coal that 
Charlie stole from near the rail- 
road tracks after dark. (“That 
same railroad is gettin’ a Jot of 
business trom me now!”) 


Charlie still has a 20 per cent 
interest in those claims and, 
shortly after he hit the “Mi 
Vida,” it developed that there 
was a lush ore deposit in his 
Yellow Cat holdings, too. But 
Steen didn’t know that when he 
first moved in there and he didn’t 
have enough money to stay and 
find out. 


The summer of 1951 found him 
dead broke, working as a carpen- 
ter in Tucson, Ariz. The Steens 
lived in a Government housing 
project and ate horse meat while 
Charlie did a little “weekend 
prospecting,” trying to hit tung- 
sten here and copper there. The 
prospects blew up, but thanks 
to the family’s spartan living 
Steen wagamassing a little money 
again.. The neighbors were :tell- 
ing his wife that she was crazy 
to put up with his prospecting, but 
pretty Mrs. Minnie Lee Steen 
(Charlie calls her “M.L.”) said it 
was all up to Charlie. 


- Charlie had made ‘the rounds 
of brokers and bankers in Salt 
Lake City, Houston and every- 
where else he managed to go and 
knew that his credit ‘rating, never 
high, had dropped to zero, His 
life insurance hdd lapsed. He 
hated pounding nails as a carpen- 
ter and his prospector’s blood 
kept bubbling. He could have 
gotten a job in New York, but 
he’d ‘have hit it back to the 
plateau in a minute, except for 
one consideration. 


“I could have gone on living 
like that indefinitely,” he says, 


“but I wouldn’t do it to my fam-: 


Two developments made up his 
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mind fér him: he would have to 
return to his Yellow Cat claims 
for some routine annual work to 
keep his legal rights to them; 
and he got laid off from the car- 
penter’s job. 


Charlie thereupon sold his 
trailer, collected two weeks’ back 
pay and moved again, with his 
wife, his kids and a kitty of $800, 
into a shack at Cisco where there 
were no lights and the water was 
hauled froma ra dcar. He 
secured his rights 
Cat claims and then set off, large- 
ly on a hunch, to the Big Indian 
district out of Moab, 


A friend in vee Creek gave 
him a drill in e for a 
49 per cent Modis. in the ravine 
where Charlie decided to probe 
for uranium, The claims he 
staked out had been known for 
a decade, but nobody had ever 
done anything about them. Char- 
lie, who owned nothing as elab- 
orate as a Geiger counter, thought

he might hit something about 200 
feet under the ground. He began 
drilling and automatically cast 
aside the thin cores of rock which 
the drill. cut out. At 197 feet 
disaster Struck. The drill got 
stuck in clay and broke. 

“That was it,” Charlie remem- 
bers. “My mother was up there 
cookin’ for me and I had one 
young friend from Houston helpin’ 
me. I .was buyin’. groceries on 
credit and owed $300. It’s the 
only prospect I ever went in 
debt on.”

drill. As Charlie left the claim 
he decided to pocket one of the 
cores he had been scattering 
around the ground.

and equipment to prove that the 
deposit was as large as he 
thought and that the ore 
was of sufficiently high grade. 
Plus such details’ as blasting a 
road into the mountains so the 
ore could be trucked to Govern- 
ment buying centers. 
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UT first off, Charlie took care 

f something else. He wisely 

figure that the 12 claims he had, 
staked were not enough to pro- 
tect his interest. The territory 
was wide open (“I think they even 
have the highway staked now,” 
Charlie quips) and Steen, his 
mother and his helper moved 
back into the ravine and spent 
about 30 days staking claims. 
Charlie can’t remember how 
many they staked. Fifteen, may- 
be 20. The trio still had the 
mountains to itself. Charlie’s 
secret had been well kept. Be- 
sides, hadn’t the experts just 
about certified that he was slight- 
ly daffy? 

“Why, there didn’t seem to be 
the chance of a snowball in hell 
of my hittin’ anything,” Charlie 
likes to trumpet. 

Well, it turned out to be pretty 
complicated after that. Charlie’s 
original partner, himself hard 
pressed for working funds, had to 
withdraw from the venture, An- 
other friend who had just sold 
some claims for $2000 decided to 
invest $1000 with Charlie, Still 
another old friend was consulted 
and put up money. The upshot 
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of it all was that Charlie and ag. 
sociates organized a company 
which holds the 12 original 
claims. Charlie and his mother 
have a 51 per cent interest in the 
company which is headquartered 
above the garage in Moab in what 

to an apartment. The 
stove ,and refrigerator are still 
there and the office equipment 
still carries price tags. 


“We're producing more ore 
than any mine on the plateau,” 
claims Charlie. “It’s all high 
grade. We have yet to put one 
bit of waste on the dump and we 
shipped $300,000 worth in four 
months. Usually, a prospector 
who finds something winds up 
with a famous name but he winds 
up broke, Here’s one man that 
kept his, Charles A; Steen is in 
the saddle!”

LTHOUGH Charlie has re- 

portedly turned down an offer 

of $7,000,000 for his claims, he 
naturally does not have his first 
million in the bank yet. He is, 
however, rather well fixed. 


In front of the three-room house 
on a dirt road in Moab, which the 
Steens rent for $60 a month, 
stands a new red Lincoln which 
cost $5500. Inside, along with the 
boots Charlie wore on his 
day (they've been bronzed 
mantel piece) are

Shumaker, who lives with the 
Steens, vacationed recently in 
Mexico City. Charlie and his wife 
returned from there not long _ 
fore. Charlie drove 7000 miles in 
two weeks, had an enormous suite 
in the best hotel and spent con- 
siderable time hunting mineral 
specimens (“I collect minerals be- 
sides money.”)

Unhappy Relationship Between Parents and Draft and Threat of War Are Greatest Concern 
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Use of alcohol or narcotics

NEW YORK, June 27. 


ONTRARY to the opinion of 

many adults that the young- 

sters of today are a pretty 
hopeless lot, interested only in 
such things as whether dad is 
going to loosen up and let them 
have the family car for next Sat- 
urday night’s date, there are in- 
dications that teen-agers take a 
far more sober view of life than 
some of their elders give them 
credit for. 


Recently the National Midcen- 
tury Committee for Children and 
Youth conducted a nation-wide 
poll on youth problems, When 
the replies to a questionnaire that 
was answered by more than 6000 
teen-agers were tabulated, the re- 
sults showed that today’s young 
people have a good sense of life’s 
values. Beneath a _ scatterbrain 
attitude, the teen-ager is worried 
about a lot more important things 
than whether his. family owns a 
television set or an automobile 
of as late a model as the Joneses. 


The questionnaire, listing 23 
problems, was answered by such 
diversified groups as students in 
a young’ ladies’ finishing school 
in Massachusetts, inmates of a 
state reform school in the Mid- 
west, by Boy Scout groups, Camp- 
fire Girls, Sunday School classes 
and children in public schools in 
both small and large towns and 
cities. When the replies were 
evaluated, the Midcentury com- 
mittee found that 56 per cent of 
the youngsters gave as their two 
greatest concerns the unhappy re- 
lationship between their fathers 
and mothers, and the draft and 
the threat of war. Lack of good

of them wrote us enthusiastically 
about the project.” 

Votes on several of the 23 
problems listed on the ballot 
were puzzling to the committee. 


“Take the heavy vote on the 
narcotics problem,” Miss Phillip- 
son said. “The committee worked 
closely with national organiza- 
tions and state youth committees 
during the past two years and we 
have no reports indicating that 
use of narcotics is a generally 
serious problem. My guess is that 
many participants in the poll 
were influenced by publicity on 
this subject. 

“Then take the low ratings 
given economic problems. A good 
home was voted fifteenth in the 
list of 23 problems; good clothing 
and an automobile and television 
set were placed at the very end 
of the list. Since almost one-third 
of the nation’s young people do 
not have living conditions that 
measure, up to the American 
standard, the low ratings were a 
surprise.” 

One of the main objectives of 
the committee has been greater 
participation of youth in civic af- 
fairs. The committee has urged 
organizations to include young 
people on their program plan- 
ning boards, in line with a rec- 
ommendation of the Midcentury 
White House conference which

met in December of 1950. The 
recent poll on youth problems 
indicated, however, that only 11 
per cent of the young people are 
greatly concerned about being 
heard on civic problems.

A young man in Massachusetts 
suggested that the most impor- 
tant of all problems facing the 
youth of today had been over- 
looked: ‘“‘Lack of goal — ‘life aim’

The committee hopes that the 
poll will be taken into consid- 
eration by state and local youth 
commissions and organizations in 
planning programs to prepare 
young people for mature citizen- 
ship. 

“Despite the obvious limita- 
tions of the poll,” Miss Phillip- 
son points out, “the results merit 
attention because they are 
unique. So far as we know, there 
has been no similar attempt in 
recent years to find out which 
are the most serious problems of 
the young.” 

Whatever action is taken by 
various organizations to help 
young people cope with their 
problems, parents might well con- 
sider that the kids worry about 
a family fuss just as much as 
they do about a world war.

City Planners Are Having a Field Day Near Columbus, O., 
Where They Are Creating New Town—Not Having 


to Struggle Against Past Mistakes

HE 
T from scratch is a golden op- 

portunity that city planners 
long for, dream about, and sel- 
dom if ever get. Which explains 
why the experts are excited about 
the creation of Lincoln Village, 
a town being staked out near 
here. 

City planning In the United 
States didn’t get going until 1916, 
long after most of the important 
cities were warped by haphazard 
growth and frozen into a chaotic 
jumble. As a result, planners to- 
day have a thankless j 

Most of their time is pent try- 
ing to adapt horse-and-buggy 
streets to the automobile age, 
pump life into areas that died 
years ago, and make the best of 
other sorry situations that should 
never have been allowed to de- 
velop. When they get fed up with 
this constant struggle to correct 
the mistakes of the past, they 
beguile themselves by dreaming 
of the chance to make a clean, 
fresh start and build a city from 
the very beginning. 

If only they could tackle blight, 
traffic paralysis, rezoning head- 
aches and ether urban ailments 
with a little timely prevention 
rather than a lot of belated ef- 
forts at cure, they wistfully tell 
themselves, what a difference it 
would make. 

Just such a rare opportunity is 
being provided by the Farm Bu- 


reau Insurance Companies. These , 


firms (which have no connection 
with the Federal Government) 
have accumulated more than 
$138,000,000 from sale of auto- 
mobile, fire and life mMmsurance, 
and need avenues for investment. 
They have decided to enter the 
housing field on a: large scale, 
and are building By te Village 
to’ accommodate a population of 


10,000. 

It is a $30,000,000 project being 
handled by the People’s Develop- 
ment Co., a subsidiary set up to 
direct the newest of = insur- 
ance companies’ service 

The new town is en ‘laid out 
on a tract of 1170 acres two miles 
west of the Columbus city limits. 

After three years of search for a 
*site, followed by extensive plan- 
ning, ground was broken the

Lincoln Village will not be just 
another subdivision. It is de- 
signed as a balanced community, 
complete in itself, with homes, 
apartments, a civic center with 
space for a school, park, churches, 
fire-house and library, a business 
section and a major industrial 
district. 

To make it a model city, Seward 
Mott, a private . consultant in 
Washington, was called in, and 
he collaborated with the Frank- 
lin County Regional Planning 
Commission, the City Planning

Parents will be relieved of con- 
tant worry about the danger of 
children getting run over. Through 
traffic will be routed away from 
homes; there will be comparative- 
ly few. street intersections; 

“blind” ‘corners will be elimi- 
nated; interior walkways will lead 
to school, playgrounds and stores. 

The site of Lincoln Village is 
seven miles from downtown Col- 
umbus. It takes 30 minutes now 
to drive to the State Capitol in 
the heart of the city, and the 
time probably will be cut in half 
if plans for a belt highway sys- 
tem go through. 

The town will be developed 
along both sides of U.S. Highway 
40, transcontinental route from 
Atlantic City te San Francisco 
through Columbus, Indianapolis 
and St. Louis. A diamond-type 
interchange will carry traffic on 
and off the highway, without 
grade crossings, via side roads 
leading under the highway into 
Lincoln Village. 

The main line of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad skirts the north- 
ern boundary of the site..A 50- 
foot-wide strip of trees and 
shrubs will form a buffer be- 
tween the tracks and the town. 


Lincoln Village will have 550 
acres of land zoned for light and 
heavy industry, providing sites 
for 11 big factories. This area 
lies alongside a huge plant being 
erected by Westinghouse Electric 
Corp. apd a General Motors plant 
built shortly after World War II. 
The Westinghouse plant, to be 
completed this fall, will employ 
7000 people in manufacture of 
refrigerators and home freezers. 
The General Motors plant has 
5200 employes producing automo- 
bile hardware. 


Workers in the nearby plan plants 


are expected to be drawn to Lin- 
coln Village. There is still a hous- 
ing shortage in Columbus; some 
rents shot up as much as 50 per 
cent after controls went off in 
the spring. 

The town is to be developed in 
two stages. The first phase, cov- 
ering a period of three years, 
calls for construction of 900 sin- 
gle homes on 257 acres, and de- 
velopment of another 133 acres 
with apartments for 750 families, 
a school, three churches, play- 
grounds, a fire station, a library 
and a shopping center with ap- 
proximately 60 stores and park- 
ing space for more than 4000 
automobiles. The commercial area 
will be set off by buffer strips. 

The second segment, to be 
started possibly in 1957, will 
cover 230 acres. This probably 
will be devoted entirely to single 
homes, with another school and, 
three more churches. The entire

HE planners of Lincoln Vil- 

lage have abandoned the con- 

ventional city pattern of 
smal], rectangular blocks and 
streets with little variation in 
width in favor of extra-large 
blocks and a system of specialized 
roads. The old gridiron method 
of laying out streets is regarded 
not only as needléssly monotonous 
but as wasteful and conductive to 
accidents. If uses up a third of the 
city’s grounds for streets, im- 
pedes the flow of traffic, makes 
all streets equally inviting to 
automobiles and creates 20 dan- 
gerous crossings to évery mile. 
' Lincoln Village superblocks will 
be 800 to 1200 feet long, three 
to four times the usual length, 
reducing the number of inter- 
sections by 65 per cent or more. 
Residential streets will be only 
26 feet wide to discourage through

traffic: thoroughfares will be 36 
feet wide, and a main street lead- 
ing to the shopping center will 
be 62 feet wide. 

Lots will have an average front- 
age of 65 feet, with some as wide 
as 90 feet. To eliminate “blind” 
corners, lots at intersections will 
be larger and houses will be set 
farther back than usual, provid- 
ing longer sight lines. Where a 
crossing is needed in the middle 
of a long block, walkways lead- 
ing to the street will be stag- 
gered to discourage children from 
darting across. 

Streets in residential areas will 
be curved to reduce the speed of 
automobiles and provide variety 
by presenting houses at different 
angles. To avoid monotony of 
roof lines, homes one and one- 
half stories high will be mixed 
with one-story houses. 

The developers are not ready 
to announce housing styles and 
costs, but the planners have been 
thinking in terms of homes to 
sell at prices ranging from $9500 
to $20,000, with the average 
around $13,000 or $13,500. The 
most expensive houses will be 
scattered among those costing 
less. 

“We don't care to segregate 
people of one economic status 
from those of another,” explains 
Carl R. Frye, general manager 
of Peoples Development Co., who 
has studied city planning him- 
self. “Lincoln Village is to be 
for executives and their employes 
alike, a cross-section of American 
people living side by side.” 

All houses will be wired for 
air-conditioning so that a low-tost 
unit can be installed if desired. 
Every home will have an inclosed 
garage or a carport, eliminating 
street parking. 

Frye says the company prob- 
ably will put up five sample 
houses of varying prices to get 
an idea of people’s preferences 
and determine how many homes 
of each type should be erected. 

There will be no tall, elevator 
apartments to promote conges- 
tion in Lincoln Village. Apart- 
ment buildings will be-one and 
two stories high, with units of 
one and two bedrooms. A num- 
ber of garden apartments with 
lawn areas are under considera- 
tion,

AR from opposing the creation 
F of a potential rival, Columbus 

has co-operated in developing 
the new town, possibly because 
it may ultimately move to annex 
Lincoln Village. A $600,000 trunk 
sewer and water line to be fi- 
nanced by county revenue bonds 
will tie into the Columbus utility 
system, 

Fancy claims made in connec- 
tion with real estate developments 
sometime’ lead to sunbaked dis- 
illusionment after an _ itinerant 
promoter sells his lots and de- 
parts. But the developer of Lin- 
coln Village intends to live with 
the town being created almost on 
the doorstep of the insurance 
companies’ home office in Colum- 
bus. 


The Farm, Bureau Insurance 
Companies grew out of a move- 
ment that started in 1926. Farm- 
ers in those days could not afford 
to buy automobile insurance be- 
cause, although their hazards were 
less than in urban areas, they 
were charged the same high rates 
as city drivers. A few Ohio 
farmers who had seen what co- 
operatives could do to overcome 
high prices got together and, with 
the help of the Ohio Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, organized the 
Farm Bureau Mutual Automobile 
Insurance Co. 


The new company brought in- 
surance rates down as much as 
40 per cent, and proved so suc- 
cessful it was able to supply 
money to start a fire insurance 
firm in 1934. Two years later the 
venture spread into life insurance. 
At first customers had to be 
farmers, but now policies are sold 
to non-farmers, too, and there are 
2,344,000 policyholders in 15 
states. 


The idea for developing a 
model community was evolved by 
Murray D. Lincoln, who was one 
of the first county agricultural 
agents in New England and a 
leader in the co-operative move- 
ment before he became president 
of the Farm Bureau Insurance 
companies. 

A tall, bald-headed, blue-eyed 
man of 60 with the heavy hands 
of a farmer but the incisive mind 
of: an economist who has studied 
problems of production and con- 
sumption in a number of coun- 
tries, Lincoln preaches the phi- 
losophy of investing people’s 
money in such a way as to make 
a social contribution as well as 
a financial profit. The two go 
hand in hand, he insists. 

He is convinced that there is 
a whopping profit in housing at 
current prices, and costs to the 
consumer can be reduced in the 
same way that prices of feed, fer- 
tilizer and other commodities 
have been lowered. A few months 
ago he approved a $350,000 loan 
at 4 per cent interest to a co-op- 
erative at Greenbelt, Md., to help 
war veterans buy homes from the 
Government. 

Lincoln believes everyone con- 
cerned with Lincoln Village will 
benefit, not least of all the in- 
surance companies.

WASHINGTON; June 28 (AP) 
—Congress is moving speedily— 
but warily—to keep up to date 
on the nation’s quest for indus- 
trial power from the atom.

The joint Congressional Atomic 
Committee, in the midst of pri- 
vate, security-conscious hearings, 
is embarking on public hearings 
in the belief that they can be 
held without giving any secrets.

Dr, Charles Thomas of Mon-| 
santo, who suggested the idea in | 
1950, said then the Government 
would benefit by getting plutoni- 
um “at a price cheaper than it is | 
now making it at Hanford.” The 
Government Makes plutonium for 
bombs at Hanford, Wash. 

But Atomic Energy Commis- 
sioner Eugene M. Zuckert said: 

The feasibility of indus-* 
try’s undertaking a greater role | 
in power development might de- 
pend on the assurance the AEC 
can give of a guaranteed market | 
for plutonium during the next 10, | 
15 or 20 years. Before private in- | 
vestment could be attracted to | 
this field, assurance—based on | 
sound contracts—would have to be | 
furnished that the Government 
would continue to need plu- | 
tonium.”

HE DOCTOR OF VETERINARY MEDICINE who is a farm practi- 
tioner leads a and strenuous life. In treating the ills of 
cattle, hogs, sheep, horses, mules, chickens and turkeys, and some 

cats and dogs, he is on call day and night. Because patients seldom 
can be brought to him, he must travel considerable distances, walk 
through rough fields, climb fences, r cattle and often work by lan- 

etimes he is attacked by the patients he is trying to 


Like physicians who minister to humans, farm doctors are in 
short supply. Only“half of Missouri's 300 “vets” are farm practition- 
ers, and they have a vast potential clientele in the state’s 10,000,000 
head of livestock—not to mention its 22,000,000 chickens and 500,000 
turkeys. Modern, progressive farmers, particularly those with valu- 
able dairy herds, have come ‘to depend on the vet as an important 
factor in maintaining a profitable operation. 

- To obtain a state license, the modern vet must hold a D.V.M. 
degree from a geeres rayon college or university, which entails three 
years of pre-vet y and four years of veterinary medicine. Scope 
of his work is broad. He treats fevers, infections, reduces fractures, 
gives checkups, handles obstetrical cases, performs surgery, uses the 
newest anti-biatic drugs, runs laboratory tests. He must be expert in 
diagnosis, for his patients can’t point out or tell him their troubles. He 
must know, understand and like animals. 

Dr. Lewis E. Bodenweiser is one of eight veterinarians in Frank- 
lin County, west of St. Louis. He drives about 35,000 miles a year 
ministering to farm animals, mostly in Franklin, Warren and St. 
Charles counties, some in St. Louis, Jefferson and Gasconade coun- 
ties. His home and office are in Washington, in Franklin County, but 
he is unable to keep office hours and can spend relatively little time 

at home. He averages eight calls a day een 8 a.m. and 5:30 
p.m., and frequently is ed out at night and on Sunday. A call 
may mean a round-trip of up to 100 miles. 

A graduate of the University of Toronto School of Veterinary 
Medicine, Dr. Bodenweiser took up the vocation because his father 
was a vet and because he is fond of animals, having grown up on 
a farm in New Jersey. He moved to Washington in 1950 after seven 
years in Des Peres because, with the gradual spread of the city into 
rural areas, his practice became largely one of treating smaller ani- 
mals. He fers large animals as ents, despite the fact he has 
been gored, butted, scratched, kicked, bitten and stepped on.

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EGYPT ABOLISHES THE MONARCHY 


Declares Itself Republic, Naguib Hailed a 


FTER 5000 YEARS of rule and misrule by pharaohs, caliphs, sul- 
tans and kings, Egypt abolished its ages-old monarchy and an- 
nounced it had become a republic. Major General Mohammed 

Naguib, the soldier “strong man” who deposed King Farouk almost 
a year ago and assumed the premiership, was named the country’s 
first President—a move that was acclaimed by Egypt's masses. 

In the photo above, the new President, wearing a military uni- 

form, stands in his automobile and acknowledges cheers of a crowd 
in Cairo as he was driving through the streets to a prayer meeting. 
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In proclaiming the republic, the Army Governing Council, which , 


had ruled the country under Naguib since dethroning Farouk last 
July, promised that at.the end of a three-year “transitional period” a 
plebiscite will be held. At that time, so the council said, the people 
will have an opportunity to approve a new constitution, choose a 
president and decide whether the republic will be under a presiden- 
tial or parliamentary system.

» To provide ample protection for any private 
citizen—yourself or myself—against damaging 
rumors, suspicions or hearsay which could not 
be proved. 

That program I believe to be good. I also 
believe that it, or a program like it, is abso- 
lutely necessary if we are to preserve freedom. 
Here it is—and let me urge you to consider it 
calmly and coolly, as you would anything 
likely to affect your safety and welfare: 

1, No file on any person should mention 
any organization to which he has belonged— 
unless that organization has been declared 
subversive by the Attorney General. 

2. But suppose the person has belonged to 
an organization which has been declared sub- 
versive? Then. 

a. the fact must be proved positively and 
definitely, and not merely by means of news- 
paper reports or listings on letterheads; and 

b. even if membership is established, it must 
also be shown that it was voluntary and active 
after the date when the organization became 
subversive. (Is that difficult to follow? It 
means simply this: nobody should have it held 
against him if he joined a perfectly above- 
board organization, then got out before that 
organization was taken over or perverted by 
Communists. That’s simply good sense.)

3, A man ought to be able to see his ow.

5. Nobody besides the person involved, the 
committee members and other members of 
Congress ought to see files before they have 
been reviewed and found accurate. Only then 
should they be released — by a majority vote. 

To me, this outline seems a straightforward 
way of going about investigations. 

It makes sure that when the Government 
has information about a person, that informa- 
tion is reliable. 

It gives any man whose reputation is ques- 
tioned a chance to speak for himself. It also 


recognizes a fact which I think every American 


should consider. This is it: 
_ We all know that the Communists infiltrate 


and “take over” organizations. Yet many of 
these organizations may have served worthy 
and patriotic purposes before Reds under- 
mined them. 
. Thus we must recognize that membership 
in an organization in one year is quite a dif- 
ferent thing from membership years later. Yet 
this fact is not now always recognized. Some- 
times the public is led to believe that mem- 
bership in 1920 in an organization amounts to 
the same thing as membership in 1950. 

Often this is not true—and it is almost never 
true in-organizations which Communists have 
taken over. 


Would This Destroy Inquiries? 


NE MEMBER Of the House Committee, Rep. 
Kit Clardy, of Michigan, is reported to 


have declared these proposals would — 
- “utterly destroy the investigating process.” 


I think he is wrong. They would, I believe, 
strengthen the investigative results. 

But I think he would be tempted to agree 
with me that even these proposals are not the 
whole story. 

For the fact is that our fight against Com- 
munism must take place on a far broader 
battlefield than merely in the files of Congres- 
sional investigating committees. 

Again, what must we do? I believe: 

1, The conspirator—the real Communist— 
must be discovered. Our F.B.I. is qualified to 
ferret him out. Its thorough work, its loyalty 
to American traditions, and its splendid leader, 
J. Edgar Hoover, justify the recommendation 
that the task of discovering conspirators be 
turned over 100% to the F BI. 

2, We should continue to investigate un- 
American activities. We should continue to 
pass laws to defeat them. But we must recog- 
nize that committees composed of busy mem- 
bers of Congress have neither the time nor 
the skill for the vital task of exposing Com- 
munist thinking so we can see its lies. 

3. The Church is one of our most effective 
agencies in destroying the Communist threat 


to freedom. The Church,teaching faith in God, 


strikes at the fundamental error of Commu- 
nism, which is atheism. The Church, in teach- 
ing a spiritual view of life, undermines the 
Communist philosophy of materialism. Clergy- 
men and laymen who are really qualified, both 
educationally and spiritually, can best per- 
form this task. 

4, Our public school system, staffed by 
competent, patriotic and devoted teachers, 
stands as our fundamental wall of democracy. 


OF THE METHODIST CHURCH 


Doubts cast on the patriotism of the schools 
have played into the hands of the Communists. 
It is here that we must turn for the education 
that shows the student the real challenge of 
Communism. It is here that the fundamental 


‘ principles of the free society are to be taught. 


In my opinion, the men best qualified to get 
at the real menace of Marx are qualified pro- 
fessors, like Sidney Hook, or Reinhold Niebuhr 
of Union Theological Seminary; or Bishop 
Fulton J.Sheen of the Roman Catholic Church. 

5, The leaders of American labor, such as 
Walter Reuther, George F. Meaney and David 
Dubinsky, are men to whom we must turn to 
end the Communist threat in labor ranks. 

6, The American press, the American radio 
and American television can expose Commu- 
nism. They can do so in keeping with American 


‘ tradition, until the nation is fully informed 


and makes its own decision in its own way. 

7. Lately, bills have been introduced into 
Congress by Rep. Jacob Javits and Rep. 
Kenneth Keating to correct un-American 
committee procedures. These should be 
studied, and I believe supported. 

Is. this enough? Perhaps not. 

Perhaps the real solution is a rededication 
of each of us to the principles of free America, 
and to God. As a churchman, I am profoundly 
convinced this is the final solution we all seek.

N A SUNNY Saturday after- 
noon not long ago, two 
husky teen-aged athletes 
were mowing a lawn at 
2227 Cedar Avenue. 

It was their last job for the 
day. Paul Paulsen, 18, and Buddy 
Phillips, 16, were happily dream- 
ing up ways to spend their modest 
earnings—$3 each. 

Paul was in the back yard cut- 
ting the grass with his father’s 
power mower, and Buddy was 
edging in front of the house. 

Suddenly a man pulled up in 
a car. 

The man walked over to Buddy 
and asked, “Do you have a license 
for this, for mowing lawns?” 

Surprised, Buddy stammered, 
“No, I didn’t know you had to 
have a license for mowing a 
lawn.” 

“Is this your house?” the man 
asked. Buddy said, ‘‘No.” 


What Goes On? 


Y THIS TIME, Paul had come 
B around front to find out 
what was going on. The 
man asked him the same ques- 
tions; got the same answers. 
Then he introduced himself as 
an inspector from the Treasurer- 
Tax Collector’s office. Pointing to 
Buddy’s 1940 coupe with the 
trunk open and a shovel sticking 


out, he informed the boys that 
they were in a commercial busi- 
ness. 

He served them with a notice 
to appear at City Hall within 
7 days and pay $15 for a partial 
license—or stop mowing lawns. 

Then he drove away. 

“I just thought he was a loony 
at first,” says Buddy, a baseball 
player and student at Long Beach 
Polytechnic High School. 


‘We Wouldn’t Pay...’ 


E KNEW that we weren’t 
W coins to pay for that 
license,” Paul, a golfer at 
Long Beach City College, adds. 
“We couldn’t afford to pay $15, 
just for mowing two or three 
lawns one day a week and making 
only $3 apiece. We figured we'd 
just go out of business.” : 
So the boys went back to finish 
ing their job. 
But they reckoned without the 
neighbors. One man who had wit-

heard so much.” 


Parents Were Upset 


HEIR PARENTS were upset, too. 
Said Paul’s father: 

“I think the law should be 
modified to allow teenagers to 
transport lawn mowers owned by 
their parents. I don’t feel that 
boys doing part-time jobs like 
this should have to pay for any 
licenses. I think the whole thing 
is outrageous.” : 

And Buddy’s father adds: 
@ “What about these kids who 
hang around pool halls and beer 
parlors? They’d be better off 


mowing lawns. 

“At least they ought to prorate 
the licenses—let the kids pay $1 
or $2. My opinion is that the 
vehicle angle had nothing to do 
with the citation—the city only 
brought that out because there 
was such a fuss raised about it. 
Kids can’t carry power mowers on 
their backs! 

“T’m not really concerned about 
my own boy. But what about all 
the other boys in America doing 
this?” 


Official Reaction

Vishniac, a biologist who turned photographer when

Not long ago, he spent 28 days wading in boots through 
a pond in Putnam County, N. Y. His purpose: to get this 
gallery of bug portraits for PARADE. 

Vishniac put his camera and flashgun in an ordinary 
aquarium, and partly sank it in 15 inches of water. 

Though you can see all these bugs without a microscope, . : 
his camera magnified them about five times. _ 

“Usually I didn’t have to wait long to take a picture,” 
says Vishniac.
